THE STORY OF THE 
“BEN MACHREE” 


British peeople who in the days 
before the Great War had occasion 
to travel from Liverpool to the Isle 
of Man probably were familiar with 
the ‘flue passenger steamer, the “Ben 
Machree.” In her day she was the 
pride of the Isle of Man to Liverpool 
service, fast and comfortable. She 
lies now a shattered wreck at the bot- 
tom of the sea off the coast of Asia 
Minor, and this is how she met her 
end. 

It will be remembered that from 
the early days of the war the Allied 
fleets controlled the Mediteranneav 
Sea just as they controlled all other 
seas in spite of submarimes and min- 
es. Except for an occastonal raid from 
the Austrian ports in the Adriatic or 
from within ‘the Dardanelles, no Aus- 
trian, Turkish or German warship 
other than submarines dared to sail 
the seas. Now, while the main 
strength of the British fleet was con- 
centrated in the North Sea to keep in 
check the German fleet, the French 
fleet was almost entirely in the Medi 
terranean and was the strongest Allied 
naval force there, It was therefore 
not unnatural that the French should 
claim and receive the supreme naval 
command in the Mediterannean, just 
as the British had in the North Sea 
and Atlantic. 

Holding the command of the sea 
gave the Allies great opportunities of 
attacking the coasts of their enemies, 
and of such coasts the Turkish coast 
of Asia Minor was the most vulner- 
able. ‘The Turkish communications on 
land were poor. There was only one 
railway line from Asia Minor proper 
through Syria into Palestine to sup- 
ply the Turkish army attacking Egypt 
with food, munitions and reinforce- 
ments, and that line ran perilously 
near the Coast at places, so that it 
was in constant danger of being raid- 
ed and destroyed. At other points of 
the coast there was no railway coin- 
munication at all, which made it a very 
difficult and‘ slow business for the 
Turks to bring up troops to any 
point threatened by a raid. 

The Allies took advantage of these 
facts in order to harry the Turkish 
coast ‘by constant raids in which cat- 
tle were capture! or killed, villages 
burnt and all possible damage done to

STORIES OF THE SECRET. 
SERVICE IN GREECE. 


the Turks. 
sometimes regular troops, sometimes 
irregulars of divers nationalities, usual- 
ly. Greeks,-to whom the opportunity of 
plundering their hereditary enemies, 
the Turks, under the auspices andthe 
pay of. France and Britain, was a 
highly attractive one. 

There lies just off the coast of Asia 
Minor and separated. from it by only a 
narrow strip of water, a small island 
by name Castellorizo. Like most of 
these‘islands in the Eastern ‘Mediter- 
ranean, itisamere barren rock with 
a few inhabitants, mainly fishermen. 
It was an easy matter for the Allies 
with their sea power to seize _ this 
island, and it made an admirable ‘base 
from which to send out raiding parties 
to harry’the Turkish coast land. 
There were no Turkish fortifications 
either on the island or the coast op- 
posite it. Submarines could not wor- 
ry the Allied forces once they were 
securely landed on the island and 
Allied ships could be in comparative 
safety under the shelter of the island. 
It became a thorn in the flesh of the 
Turks, who could never prevent the 
raiding parties from the island land. 
ing at any point they chose and doing 
all the mischief they could before beat- 
ing a swift retreat back to their 
iskand refuge from which they could 
almost audibly express their Jdeflanc? 
to me exasperated Turks on tlre main- 
and. 

The Turks stood for it for a time, 
but finally they laid their plans io 
get some of their own hack from the 
insolent occupants of the island. Hence 
it was that on a certain day the hot 
sun of the Mediterranean lands looked 
down on a toiling party composed of 
straining horses-and shouting drivers 
making their way by slow degrees 
over the rough track from the nearest 
railway point to the coast opposite 
Castellorizo. Turkish roads at the 
best of times are more like dry tor- 
rent beds or sand pits than anything 
else, and it was only slow progress 
that the :procession could make. At 
its tail came the cause of the proces- 
sion, but its exact nature was not 
easily guessed. It looked like an enor- 
mous waggon covered with drab- 
colourec! sheeting, but its load must 
have been prodigiously heavy to judge 
by the numbers of horses employed 
to haul it and the effort that those 
horses had to make to get it along at 
all. There were signs of straw pack- 
ing under the sheeting. Stray wisps 
of the straw dropped along the path 
the vehicle took. It might just pos- 
sibly have been something in the nat- 
ure of supplies from some Turkish 
military post on the Coast. If so it 
was apparent that the Turkish author- 
ities did not not intend to give the 
honest countrymen along the route a 
chance of tampering with such sup- 
plies, for ‘a mounted escort of cavalry 
surrounded, and their attitude towards 
any Stray individuals whom they saw 
on the way did not encourage undue 
curiosity as to their purpose and the 
nature of the convoy. Not that they 
met many persons on their way. An 
occasional peasant jogging along the 
track on his little donkey met them. 
Usually such peasants sat sideways, 
well back ‘towards the donkey’s stern, 
and ‘beat ‘a continuous tattoo on the 
ittle animal’s ribs with their heels, 
presumably as an indication that con- 
tinued progress was desired. Some- 
times one or more members of the 
peasant’s household accompanied him. 
fe it was a child or children of very 
tender years the burden on the don- 
key’s back was augmented according- 
ly. If it was a woman, she trudged be- 
hind her lord and master in the dust 
of the donkey’s feet, wearing the veil 
ofMohammedan femininity. The caval 
ry escort indicated to such wayfarers 
that it was well for them to pass by, 
and that hastily, and well on the other 
side of the apology for a road. So ‘the 
procession wound on its long way, 
halting to camp at nights and in the 
hottest of the day, slowly tending to- 
wards the coast in the direction of 
Castellorizo. 

Towards evening on a day in the 
cavalcade’s journey they met a little 
group of the kind already referred to. 
There was the usual seemingly ancient 
and not too clean peasant seated side-

. | ways on the usual shaggy litte donkey, 


which carried also a burden of two 
baskets filled with grapes. Behind 


.|donkey and rider walked what might 
.| be presumably regarded as the worthy 


man’s “better half,” a stout figure clad 
in the usual rusty black, shapeless robe 
and wearing the usual veil of the 


-| Mohammedan women, over the top of 


which the eyes can just glance at the 
passers by. The women of Turkey 
tend to be stout once they have left 
their very early youth behind, and 
this figure was no exception to the 
rule. The peasant sat his donkey care- 
lessly, and when hesaw the approach- 
ing cavalry surrounding their labour- 
ing convoy, he did not show any par- 
ticular interest or excitement, and his 
veiled follower merely glanced in 
their direction for a moment and then 
shuffled on with the springless, mono- 
tonous gait of the semi-slave women 
of the Orient. The averted gaze and 
lack of interest was typical of the 
country women of Turkey, but it is 
also possible that the veiled figure was 
not anxious ‘to attract the attention of 
the passing soldiery to the fact that 
the eyes behind the veil were light 
blue and not the usual dark brown 
of Greece and Turkey. There are 
blue-eyed fair-skinned people within 
the Turkish dominions but they are 
few in number and mostly of the Oir- 
cassian blood from the mountains of 
the Caucasus. Peasants of the coast 
lands cannot afford to buy Circassian 
wives. They are in the main a luxury 
of the rich. 

The peasant turned his reinless don- 
key out of the way of the soldiers and 
humbly gave them wide room to pass. 
Then he resumed his slow way in the 
opposite direction. Yet as he went 
his eyes were bent closely on the 
track left by the sheeted waggon-like 
vehicle of the convoy, and once the 
soldiers were well out of earshot he 
turned his head slightly in the direc. 
tion of his plodding attendant, and in a 
low tone of voice, for in that still 
silence sound carries unexpectedly 
far sometimes, and one never knows 
who or what may ‘be concealed behind 
stray rocks or in hollows of the 
ground, remarked in English: “Cater- 
pillar wheels, Bill, What do you make 
of that?”

Sunset came on. The short South- 
ern twilight closed in and darkness 
covered the bare, sun-scorched land. 
With its coming there came also a 
sudden -change in the attitude of the 
long-suffering attendant of the donkey- 
rider. The veil was removed with a 
quite masculine expression of relief 
and the face of an unmistakeable Eng- 
lishman was revealed. The “peasant” 
on the donkey halted his patient little 
beast and jumped to the ground. ‘“‘We 
had better have grub, Bill,” he said, 
“and then make for the coast just as 
fast aS we can go.” The bunches of 
grapes were taken from the baskets 
on the donkey’s back and beneath 
them were revealed certain small tins 
of a commodity known only too well 
to the inhabitants of the trenches in 
France and elsewhere during the war. 
A simple and hasty meal was made, 
and then the two men started off 
again, \but this time they struck off on 
another line, and there was nothing 
either leisurely or plodding in their 
gait, nor would the previously veiled 
figure have impressed the average 
Turk as a typical specimen of submis- 
sive and unobservant Oriental woman- 
hood. As a matter of fact, peasant 
and follower -were two officers of the 
British Intelligence Service, thorough- 
ly familiar with the country and the 
people as a result of many months 
spent. in Asia (Minor on archaeological 
investigations before the war, and 
now putting their experience to use 
on behalf of their country by acting as 
spies on the Turkish movements. 

Before daylight they had reached the 
coast 'at a lonely spot amongst high 
rocky cliffs. The donkey was tether- 
ed and left to pick up such few blades 
of grass as the sun had left unwither- 
ed... The men climbed carefully-down 
the cliff to a little cave in the rock in 
which they sat themselves down. Pres- 
ently, some way out at sea, a Nght 
flickered for a moment, winked a few 
times and went out. From the ground 
at the back of the cave one of the 
officens dug up a box and in that box 
there was contained a flashlight ap- 
paratus which in a few minutes had 
begun to wink its message from well 
back in the shelter of the cave away 
out to sea where lay the British des- 
troyer in complete darkness watch- 
ing for the word from shore. 

In due course the British Intelli- 
gence ‘Service at its headquarters in 
Greek waters received the informa. 
tion that what purported to bea 
heavily-laden waggon, but which was 
of a weight and size no known waggon 
in the Turkish service ever reached 
and moreover was carried on wheels 
such as no waggon ever made use of, 
was being moved iby the Turks to the 
coast in the direction of Costellorizo. 
The significance of the news was un- 
mistakeable and the British authori- 
ties at once passed it on to the French, 
who, as has been said, were in su- 
preme command in the Mediterranean. 

Tt is an old story that in war and 
amongst both soldiers and_ sailors 
jealousy is one of the most common 
and deadly of weaknesses. The Great 
War brought that sad fact to notice 
repeatedly and painfully. Jealousy be- 
tween allied nations, jealousy between 
generals of the same nation, jealousy 
between even the humblest of ”° pri- 
vates—everywhere jealousy laid its 
cramping, embittering hand, and the 
number of lives lost through it, di- 
rectly or indirectly, must have been 
many. The French—as perhaps all 
T.atin races—are exceedingly prone to 
this weakness, one result of 
which was an extreme _ reluctance 
to accept anything in the shape of ad- 
vice or even information from their 
British Allies during the war, and 
least of all in, an area where they 
were in command. Therefore when 
the information picked up ‘by the 
British agents on the Asia Minor 
coast was passed on from the British 
headquarters to the French it was re- 
ceived with something akin to con- 
tempt. No attempt was even made to 
investigate and confirm or discredit 
it. It was simply ignored. 

(Meantime that former pride of the 
Isle of Man passenger service, the 
Ben Machree, hac, like other mer- 
chant ships, been pressed into the 
ranks of the temporary warships. She 
had been allotted to the work of aero- 
plane carrying, and was ordered out 
to the Mediterranean with a cargo of 
these frail and valuable and all too 
few engines of war. It was rightly 
thought that they might be used with 
much effect in making bombing raids 
from the Turkish coast inland against 
the railways and supply stations of 
the enemy. The Ben Machree safely 
arrived in the waters of the Eastern 
Mediterranean with her cargo and the 
French authorities decided that Cas- 
tellorizo would be a good base to 
which she should be sent. Orders 
were accordingly sent to the ship that 
she should :proceed to that island. 

On the mainland opposite the 
island there had been for a short time 
previously strenuous but carefully 
screened activity on the part of the 
Turks. On the island itself things 
went on as before. It was a-piacid and 
comparatively dull corner of the war 
area, The fierce sun beat down on the 
unshaded rock and the little garrison 
went about their routine duties in 
leisurely and unexcited fashion, There 
came a day when a launch came off 
from the mainland, a Turkish launch 
flying a flag of truce. This was an 
unusual incident and caused a wave of

Castellorizo should be moved to the 
side of the island farthest from the 
coast and towards-the open sea, As 
it was now placed, the Turks pointed 
out it was Hable to be in the line of 
fire in the unhappy event. of anything 
in the nature of an attack on the 
island being made from the shore. 
Such a chivalrous suggestion was not 
anew thing for the Turks to make dur- 
ing the war. It occurred at Gallipoli 
On more than one occasion. The 
Anied commander on the island took 
note of the suggestion and returned a 
courteous acknowledgement of it to 
the Turks. Had the warning from the 
British Intelligence Service not been 
treated with indifference, this further 
incident of the Turkish message might 
have been interpreted as clear beyond 
question in its significance, As it 
was, it was regarded as of no imme- 
diate importance though intended no 
doubt in a comparatively kindly spirit. 

Then came the Ben Machree. She 
appeared on the horizon and mace 
straight for the island at full speed, 
intent on getting herself and her 
precious cargo into the safe shelter of 
the inland harbour where no submar- 
ines could assail her. On the shore her 
appearance was at once observed by 
the Turks. Field glasses were trained 
on her as she neared the island, and 
when it became manifest that here 
was a fine merchant steamer evident- 
ly coming to call at the island, there 
was instant activity amongst the 
Turks, and a general inclination to re- 
turn fervent thanks to Allah for thus 
delivering the infidels into the hand 
of the Faithful 

The ship came on and in due time 
entered the little harbour or road 
stead lying hetween the isiand and 
the mainland. She stopped and her 
anchor went down with a splush. It 
had been down only a short time, the 
garrison on shore hal ‘barely had an 
opportunity of discussing the ship’s 
arrival and appearance, when from the 
shore opposite there came the sudden 
roar of a great gun, the shriek of a 
shell. It caught the Ben Machree ab- 
solutely helpless. At the Glosest of 
ranges, anchored and unmoving, ex- 
necting nothing, the ship was nothing 
but a magnificent target such as even 
Turkish gunners could not miss. The 
great gun brought oyerland by the 
Turks with such elaborate conceal- 
ment and precaution had been placed 
in position immediately opposite the 
fisland, and haétat its mercy every- 
thing in the way/ of shipping in the 
harbour. The British secret agents 
had had not the smallest difficulty in 
guessing what was the real character 
of the sheeted waggon they had met 
on the way to Castellorizo, the waggon 
which seemed of such enormous 
weight and to need such a formidable 
escort. They had divined that it was 
simply a gun of very large calibre, 
and it was to that effect that they had 
reported to the destroyer at sea from 
their cave on the coast. French 
jealousy had treated the warning as 
of no account, and had_ therefore 
been responsible for allowing the Ben 
Machree to be sent to her destruction 
at Castellorizo. Shell after shell hit 
the defenceless doomed ship, which 
had no chance of escape from the mo- 
ment that the first deadly blow struck 
her. With all her cargo of aeroplanes 
she was shattered and sunk where 
she was and in a few minutes disap- 
peared beneath the waves. leaving the 
Turks to rejoice over a swift and easy 
triumph at the expense of their 
enemies and the Allies to ponder over 
but apparently not to take to heart the 
fatal lesson of jealousy and its re- 
sults.

In ithe 
week of April 11 some 750 were placed, 
anc' in the next week 1,235 were plac.

The week of April 18, when 
over 1,200 were placed, is a record for 
the service for spring operations, more 
vacancies being filled for that period 
than for any similar period in the 
spring season in the history of the 
service, The highest previous year 
was in 1924, when in the same week

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PARKS, THEIR 
NEED, DESIGN AND 
ADMINISTRATION 


Lecture by Mr. W. R. Reader, Parks 
Superintendent, of Calgary. 
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On Saturday evening an exceeding- 
ly interesting lecture was given in 
Red Deer by Mr. W. R. Reader, Parks 
Superintendent of Calgary. The fol- 
lowing is a summary of what 
Reader told his audience. 
The reason for the 
parks is that {t has been realized by 
those responsible for the management 
of cities that it is essential for the 
health of the dwellers in the cities 
that they should have open spaces for 
physical recreation, anc! in order 
obtain the fresh air that is essential 
to health. Money spent on city parks 
earns a return in the health of the 
people which is none the less rea! be- 
cause it is not to be reckoned in vis- 
ible cash. 

In Canada and the United States 44 
cities with a combined population of 
twelve millions own park properties 
valuing $360,000.000.00 with an area of 
32,000 acres and an annual appropri- 
ation for upkeep of $7,250,000.00. New 
York has paid $63/000,000.00 for pur- 
chase of park land ami $30,000,000.00 
Philadelphia has 5,000 
acres of park lands, and other Ameri- 
can cities have large areas for this 
purpose. 

‘Even a small city like Red Deer is 
wise to acquire park areas in good 
time, for once a city has grown to a 
large size the purchase of such areas 
is a most expensive matter, 
American cities have recently paid as|is equally undesirable to impose such

Parks must be properly supervised, 
both in respect of the keeping of or- 
der and of recreation, otherwise there 
will soon ‘be trouble. 

Natural beauty features are desir- 
able, and particularly the provision of 
water for all forms of water sports. 
‘If possible a park beyond the city lim- 
{ts im quite natural surroundings 
should be provided, and these natural 
surroundings left as much untouched 
as possible, so that the rea] contry 
life may ‘be brought home to the city 
dwellers. In such parks the facilities 
for amusement and recreation should 
be restricted to areas where they do 
not spoil the natural appearance of 
‘the place. 

Small parks are best made into gar- 
dens and in very crowded districts 
into community centres, while play- 
grounds should be available to all 
children at distances of not more 
than half a mile. In the small city 
parks some object of interest such as 
a fountain or statue should be provic: 


“Happy the country whose annals 
are tiresome.” This, slightly modified, 
might apply to the Wckville district at 
present. Work on the land at high 
Pressure is the order of the day, 
These activities are not of the sort 
that call for big headlines, but they 
are none the less important, and if 
the season’s early promise is at all 
fulfilled, should result in a greater 
measure of prosperity at the end of 
1925 than this district has known for 
several years.

Parkways or boulevards on the 
streets are highly desirable with shade 
trees along them. Not only do such 
shade trees protect the eyes from 
harmful glare of the sun on the 
pavements, but the pleasant restful 
shade ‘thas an unconscious effect on 
the min¢'s of those who use the streets 
and helps to soothe nerves fretted by 
the rush of city life. 

[The plan of a park should fit its sur- 
roundings. A formal garden is out of 
place in a mountain park and infor- 
mal treatment is wrong in a city 
square. Suggestions of height and 
distance can ibe given by skilful tree 
planting and straight lines should bo 
avoided except in formal parks. Free 
access should be given ‘to all parts of 
the parks. The parks must be of real 
use for the purposes for which they 
are designec’. Seats, shelters, refuse 
receptacles, means of lghting—all 
such things have to ‘be considered in 
the equipment of parks so ‘that they 
shall be comfortable and attractive. 
Sanitary drinking fountains, prefer. 
ably of the bubble type, have to be 
provided, and the details of all these 
things ought not to be neglected so 
that there may be no jarring or un- 
sightly look about any of them. 

Rules and restrictions have to be 
studied. On the one hand, it is unde- 
sirable to allow of such uSe of the 
parks as will result in all the grass 
being worn off. On the other hand, it

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OF GARDENS AND 
THEIR KEEPERS 


This is the time of year when the 
gardeners become anxiously ‘busy. Red 
Deer has always made a notable feat- 
ure of its garclens, affd a very excel- 
lent thing it is, too. In one way a gar- 
den is simply a means of saving money 
by growing one’s own vegetables. The 
gardener who confines himself to this 
only is, however, a somewhat sordid 
and materiaHy minded individual. 
When he comes to survey the ripened 
product of his labours all that he can 
feel is an anticipatory thrill in his 
gastric regions, a gloating, as it were, 
over orgies to come, uniess indeed he 
be one of those generous souls who 
values material possessions merely for 
the pleasure of giving them away. This 
however is rare. The true gar¢/ener 
may indeed invite his friends to share 
his feasts, but it is at heart done for 
the joy of compelling them to bear 
witness to his skill and to the wholly 
unique flavours of his potatoes, early 
There is Mittle of 
aesthetic and artistic granceur about 
His soul is 
like his roots—of the earth earthy. 

The true gardener is he whose gar- 
den embodies all the attributes of life 
in justly blended proportions. There 
will be the vegetables in the back- 
ground, things necessary and useful 
but not to be unduly obtruded on the 
attention of the world at large. Then 
there will be fruit trees, perhaps, in 
the middle distance. These partake 
of both characteristics in that they are 
pleasantly edible or even, in fullness 
of time, drinkable, and also by their 
blossom in Spring anc’ their ruddy col- 
ours in Autumn they please the eye 
and add brightness to 'the green ofthe 
foliage. The foreground will be re- 
served for the true glory of the garden 
—the flowers. Not until he has pro- 
duced an abundance of brilliantly col- 
oured ‘blooms can anyone claim with 
justice the title of a true gardener. 
The pleasure to be derived from a 
flower garden is on an entirely higher 
scale than that got from the uninspir- 
ing vegetables. The marvel of colour, 
of shades and blendings, of perfumes 
and fragrances—this it is which justi- 
fies the gardener in regarding himself 
as one of the world’s really creative 
artists. To wander in a beautiful 
flower garden is to feel the inspiration 
of higher things, 'to hear in fancy, as 
it were, haunting and beautiful music, 
to recall old romances, and dream old 
dreams. The last rose of Summer 
may be the foundation of the tender- 
est and most appealing of songs. Cab- 
bages and carrots can never be the 
inspiration of anything better than a 
red-nosed and bibulous comedian. 
Moreover, while a potato can at best 
give only a passing anc! partial satis- 
faction !to ong incividual, a flower 
may be a source of joy to numbers 
who see its ‘beauty and pass by. 

If these considerations are duly 
noted by our gardeners, we may see 
Red Deer as the season advances blaze 
out into a riot of colourful beauty to!

HOW LONG CAN IT GO ON?

There is no reason fon attributing 
any fault tto Sir Henry Thornton, the 
manager of the C.N.R. All the indica- 
tions are that he is doing excellent 
work. He has brought something like

C.N.R., and he is steadily working to- 
wards the all round improvement of 
pac aproie = he is left alone anc! 

nd in the management 
of the railway, subject always to gen- 
eral supervision by the Government of 
the day, just as the Canadian Pacific 
Officials are eft alone subject to ithe 
general supervision of the directors 
and shareholders, then there iis no 
reason to doubt that in due course he 
will have the system in excelent 
working order. 

Will that, however, help matters 
greatly? Can the system, however 
well managed, be a paying concern 
with its present capitalization and the 
traffic that it is likely to deal with in 
the next generation or so? If not, 
are the people of Canada to continue 
paying $50,0000,000.00 each year inclef- 
nitely? There are undoubted advan- 
tages about having two great systems 
of railways existing side by side, one 
privately owned and one publicly own. 
ed. There is almost always likely to 
‘be a certain amount of controversy be- 
tween the theoretical supporters of 
public ownership and private owner- 
ship of such great public utilities as 
railways, and the two systems side by 
side give some data for practicaii com 
parison on*the subject. By means of 
the C.N.R., the people of Canat‘'a 
should at least in theory pe able tto 
check exploitation and over charging 
if the C.P.R. should ever think of in- 
dulging in such methods. Yet $50,- 
000,000.00 a year is an expensive price 
to pay for getting data on controver 
sial subjects or even keeping a check 
on the C.P.R. rates. 

Does it not come down to this, that 
unless some really reliable assurance 
can be given ito the people of Canada 
that the deficit will be speedily reduc- 
ed, there are two alternatives, and 
only two, open. The first {s to try to 
sell the C.N.R. to private owners. The 
second is to reduce the permanent car. 
rying charges ‘by some great financial 
reconstruction policy. 

The sale of the C.N.R. to private 
owners wuold be something like a 
blow to the public pride of the people 
of Canada.

Any- 
thing like confiscation or repudiation 
must be sedulously avoided. 

What would be really helpful to 
the people of Canada would be the 
publication of an estimate of the situ- 
ation by some wholly disinterested ex- 
perts with neither political leanings 
nor business connectioin with either 
company. At present the politicians’ 
statements are coloured by party con- 
siderations, and those of the chiefs of 
the two railway systems are naturally 
biassed.

| finance and ‘business character were 


inclinec to ask whether the pound 
could even fully recover, whether 
Great Britain could carry the tremen- 
dous burden without making some 
sort of compromise with her credit- 
ors, foreign and domestic. The answer 
has been and is being given in the 
most unequivocal fashion. The first 
indication of Britain’s ¢cletermination 
at all costs to pay her debts was the 
settlement of the American debdt. 
There were and are serious, doubts 
about the moral justice of this debt. 
Tt was incurred by Great Britain not 
for her own but her Allies’ benefit. 
The United States’ contribution to the 
war victory in men and ships had been 
considerably less than those of tthe 
rest of the Allies. She had made en- 
ormous profits out of her years of 
neutrality. It was anc! is arguable that 
not merely generosity but common 
justice should have led the United 
States ‘to cancel at Jeast a portion of 
the debt and share !the loss in a com- 
mon cause with Great Britain. The 
United States did not make the offer 
and Britain did not ask for it. In- 
stead she made a settlement which 
involved! a long and heavy burden on 
her citizens in respect of taxation, but 
which instantly showed to the world 
that the word of Great Britain was as 
dependable as ever, that her financial 
honour would remain untarnished. 
From that moment tthere has been 
no doubt ag to the ultimate recovery 
of the pound. Slowly and with some 
slight set-backs ft has climbed in 
value until now it has reached within 
a few cents of par. 
What does this mean? It means 
that the world generally believes that 
British credit is good, that British 
| debts, private and pwblic, will ‘be 
paid, that British government at home 
and abroad stands firm against the as- 
saults of its enemies. The German 
mark collapsed ‘because it was made 
clear to the world ‘that Germany could 
or would! not pay her creditors and 
that her government was _ without 
‘strength to contro} the situation. The 
, French franc has fallen for reasons 
not much different and the Italian 
liva is in the same position. . 

British taxation is ttremendously 
high. The income tax, in spite of the 
6d. which Mr. Churchill in his new 
budget is proposing to take off, re- 
,mains at 4 shillings in the pound, an 
‘equivalent of 20% as compared with 
Canada’s 4%. British expenditure on 
defence continues and must continue 
to be very heavy. Yet the burden is 
being faced without a hint of waver- 
ing. ‘While we in Canacla are wailing 
about our 4% income tax and declar- 
ing that because of it and other bur- 
dens we must continue to sponge on 
the Old Country and the United States 
for our defence, Great Britain is pay- 
ing her debts and bearing her burdens 
with aid from none. It is an impres- 
sive illustration of ithe fact that hon- 
esty is the best policy, and that the 
man who stané’s up to his debts and 
pays them witthout whining or wrig- 
eling wins the respect of his fellowmen 
and places his credit with them on an 
unassailable basis.

FARMING NOTES 


EXPORTS OF MEAT AND CATTLE 


In the pre-war year of 1913 our ex- 
ports of meats reached a total in 
value of $5,405,755, in 1924 they were 
$24,434,270. ‘Our exports of ‘bacon in 
, 1913 amounted in value to $4,274,824 
and of pork to $100,484. In 1924 the 
exports of bacon in value were $19,- 
991,636 and of pork $2,169,756. of 
live cattle in 1913 we exportet! 193,- 
714 head valued at '$7,336535 and in 
1924, 183,242 head, valued at $1'2,622,- 
863. It will be noticed that while the 
number of cattle exported in 1913 was 
only 10,000 more than in 1924, the 
value in the last year was $5,386,328 
more, showing that in the pre-war year 
the cattle commanded only a trifle over 
$37.36 per head while in 1924 they 
were worth nearly $68.89 per head 
In 1913 the exports of cattle to SBrit- 

‘ain were 9,878 valued at $703,807; in 
j 1924 they were 79,435 valued at $8, 
402,378.

Special Committee on Tuberculosis 


‘One of the most important steps yet 
taken in the study of bovine tubercu 
losis was announced during the past 
week by Dr. (#. M. Tory, Chairman of 
the Research Council for Canada, in 
the appointment of a speaial commit- 
tee to conduct research work in tuber 
culosis as it affects cattle. 

This announcement will be most 
gratifying to the people of Alberta, 
since it forecasts dominion-wide ac- 
tion along the lines on which the Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture and 
Alberta University authorities have 
been working for some months. In 
August, 1924, Hon. Geo. Hoadley, with 
the support of Dr. Tory, named a re- 
search committee for the purpose of 
studying the matter of tuberculosis in 
cattle and its transmission to human 
beings. This committee included 
prominent medical men of the prov- 
ince and the provincial veterinarian. 
This committee has already done con. 
siderable work at the provincial insti- 
tute at (Ponoka. Still later, the prov- 
incial department secured from France 
samples of the Calmette culture which 
has been used with such gratifying 
success in the inoculation of herds in 
the Olc' Country. This culture is now 
being developed at the University of 
Alberta, and experiments are already 
under way with two of the provincial 
government herds, and will ‘be under 
taken with a large number of cattle on 
other farms. The department and 
university are also conducting experi: 
ments with Dr. Nathan Raw’s vaccine 
on two more of the government herds. 

The contention of prominent Al- 
berta theef cattle men has been that 
the present wasteful anc! unscientific 
method of destroying beef cattle fol- 
lowing the T.B. test can ‘tbe ‘obviated 
with the use of properly proven vac- 
cine, and have been urging for some 
time, with the support of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, that re- 
search work along these lines be car- 
ried on by the Dominion Government. 
The \announcement of the appoint- 
ment of the special dominion commit: 
tee by Dr. Tory, therefore, comes as 
welcome news. The committee is 
under the joint chairmanship of Dr. 
Tory and Dr. Grisdale, of Ottawa, and 
includes prominent medical ané! vet- 
erinary men from all provinces, with 
the provincia] veterinarian and Dr. 
Rankin, of the Alberta ‘(College of 
Medicine, representing this province.

At this rate the beast 
brought its owner $92.40, the highest 
price given for a steer in Condor in 
recent years. 

The horse market shows a slight 
tendency to improvement but is not 
really active. 

Eggs show a slight drop this week. 
The ‘Co-Operative price is 28c for ex- 
tras, (20c for 1sts, UGc for 2nds and 
13c for cracks, correcting the prices 
given in their advertisement. 

Threshing seems tv be finished in 
the country, but the results have not 
been really good in most cases. 

J. W. Muncaster threshec' 439 bush- 
els of No, 2 feec' oats out of 15 acres, 
put the quality was not as good as 
could have been wished. 

The price of hogs shows a tendency 
to fall this week. 

The Edmonton district had 
hours heavy rain on Saturday night 
and rain is also reported from east of 
Edmonton. This may keep seeding 
back a little but the moisture is al- 
ways welcome.

SECOND FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


1 
(Issued by Department of Agriculture, 

‘Edmonton, Saturday, May 2, 1925.) 

The weather over the entire prov 
ince during the past fortnight has 
been coo] and unsettled with frost at 
night, and with rather heavy precipi- 
tatiou in many localities. In the 
southern part of the province, where 
seeding hac! become general, this con- 
dition interfered somewhat with oper- 
ations, which have only this week 
been resumed. In the more central 
and northern districts, where spring 
plowing had scarcely begun, the rain 
and coo] weather further delayed com- 
mencement of work. 

| Seeding became general in the 
southern Gistricts about April 20, but 
was delayed a week by the backward 
weather. Operations have now been 
resumed, and from twenty-five to 
fifty per cent of the wheut seeding is 
completed. This applies to the dis- 
tricts south and immediately 
of the main line of the C.P.R. 

In the. morg central districts spring 
plowing shad scarcely commenced on 
April .20, and on account of tthe heavy 
condition of the land and the rains of 
the past ten days, no further opera- 
tions have been possible until the 
present week. Seeding will therefore 
not become general until the first 
week in |Mlay, although a considerable 
amount of seeding has been cone in 
sections immediately north of Cal- 
gary and the C.P.R. ling as far as Red 
Deer. From Red Deer north very little 
spring plowing has been done, and no 
seeding ‘to speak of. The _ present 
warm, dry weather will hasten work 
on the land. 

In the northern and Peace River dis 
tricts, spring operation's have also 
been delayec’, and seeding will not be 
general there until about May 7. 

In all déstvicts in the province, 
moisture conditions are excellent, re- 
ports from the south-eastern  dis- 
triots being particularly encouraging. 
In those districts there is more mois- 

‘ture than for years, and good pasture 
will soon be available for stock, 
which has improyed wonderfully in 


north 


condition inthe past two weeks. Mea.! 
icine Hat reports two inches of pre- ! 
cipitation; Lethbridge 1.91 inches; } 
Claresholm 1 inch; Gleichen, .75 in.: | 
Brooks 1.3 inches; Youngstown 1.9 
inches. The south-western district, 
reports winter wheat and rye coming’ 
along in good shape, with a little early 
spring wheat showing above ground. 
Generally speaking, soil conditions 
throughout the province are more 
satisfactory than they have been for 
some years. 

There is a brisk demand for good 
farm labor, wages paid being from $45 
to $50 a month. The provincial labor 
bureau reports ‘having filled 3711 farm 
vacancies since March 15. 


NATURE NOTES 


SOME BIRD SONGS 


« One sometimes hears it said that 
we have no singing ‘birhs in the West. | 

iSome, of course, no not appreciate 
bird music. I once met a man who 
had to get ‘out his gun and shoot a 
Robin that was carolling in a nearby 
tree because the “carn bird” wouldn't 
let him sleep in the mornings” That 
man must have had something on his 
conscience, I think, and should, per- 
haps, be pitied rather than  blamec. 
Bird songs are, after all, just one of 
nature’s manifestations which appeal 
to most of us, and ‘the person who 
doesn’t feel anything of the spirit of 
kinship with the wild things, is miss- 
ing more than he knows. To one who 
is not deaf and is willing to listen, the 
next couple of months will provide 
ample evidence that there is no 
dearth of bird songsters in this coun- 
try. 

‘May and June are the best months 
for bird music in this district. A‘fter 
midsummer most of our birds are too 
busy attending to family cares to give 
much time to singing. 5 

Some of ithem, the ‘Robin and 
Meadowlark, for instance, will give us 
a fresh burst of music in the fall just | 
before they leave for the sunny south 
The fall song though is quite different | 
to the jolly, whole-hearted music we 
hear at this season. Early morning 
and evening are the hest times to 
hear the biré's. They are compara- 
tively quiet during the brighter hours 
of the day. 

We need not do more than mention 
some of our best-known ‘bird songy 
sters. 'Pre-eminent, of course,in popu- 
lar affections is the Robin. Next to 
him perhaps, comes the Western 
Meadowlark. You will note that we 
use the term “Western” as this is the 
variety found in this province. He is 
a much finer singer than his eastern 
relative. , 

The Wren, too, is a general favour- 
ite. Wis bubbling, chattering. scold- 
{ng song pours out from early morn to 
bed-time. 

How many of us know the Purple 
Finch, T wonter. He js one of our 
best singers and is fairly common 
both in town and in the country dis- 
tricts wherever there are clumps of 
good-sized poplar and balm. Keep 
your ears open for a clear, melodious 
warble coming from the higher branch- 
es of the trees. If you have good eyes 
or, better still, a pair of fleld glasses, 
you will be able to locate him by his 
bricht magenta plumage. 

Between snatches of song you wil! 
see him moving about amongst the 
catkins eating the tender buts which 
form the bulk of his food in spring- 
time. 

The Song Sparrow is one of our 
commonest birds and well known to 


est of all pictures. 


most of us. The willows along the 
oreek side are his favourite haunt, but 
we ean find him almost anywhere ex- 
cept in the open fields or thick timber. 

‘He will sit on one of the upper twigs 
close to the sidewalk where we can 
getagood lookat his streaked breast 
and treat us to his bright, clear, can- 
ary-like song. 

As we pass, he dives into the brush 
across the road, but before we have 
gone many steps he is singing again 
from the same perch or another one 
close ‘by. 

Another one of the same family 
which spends the summer with us ia 
the White-throated Sparrow. 

He tis not so fond of town life, but 
prefers the seclusion of the brush and 
woods. 

All the country children know his 
clear, flute-like whistle, which is 
often put into words thus, “Poor old 
Canada, Canada, Canada,” or some: 
times “Pride and poverty, poverty, 
poverty.” 

Still another sweet singer of the 
family is the Vesper Sparrow. ‘The 
Vesper likes the fence lines around the 
open fields and the top of a fence post 
is his choice of singing perches. 

The Vesper is much Jike the Song 
Sparrow, but can always be Cis- 
tinguished by the conspicuous white 
outside tail feathers when in flight. 

Vespers are particularly common in 
some favoured spots. On a summer’s 
evening one can sometimes hear a 
dozen or more, each one repeating his 
sweet song in turn. 

I know of nothing more refreshing 
to mind and body after a har¢! day in 
the ‘blazing sun, than a quiet stroll 
through the open pasture just after 
sunset, when the dew is alreac'y damp- 
ening the grass and the Vespers are 
pouring forth their evening hymn.

The Bird House Competition of this 
troop has ended, and the prize win- 
ners selected. Bill Parsons came first 
with a well built bluebird house. Milt 
Hayhoe was second, and Fred’ Horne 
third. All the boxes showed more or 
less careful construction, and are 
without exception attractively design- 
ed. The boys, being all well instruct- 
ed Scouts as to the road of health, 
were ‘a little inclined to make the 
houses with lots of places for ventil- 
ation purposes. Dr. Sanders, one of 
the judges, was not able to look upon 
this as a fault, but the other judge, 
Mr. C. Snell, overcame his prejudice 
by telling him that birds are not so 
well versed in health matters as we 
are, and that they preferred a weather. 
tight box. 

The points allowed in the Patrol 
Competition for the winners in ‘this 
contest are: 5 for the ‘first prize box, 
3 for the second, and 1 for the third. 
As these boys all belong to the Owl 
Patrol, the whole nine points will go 
to them. Later on, at the end of the 
summer, more points will be given to 
the Patrol that has a bird nesting in 
every one of their boxes, so the com- 
petition fs not yet over. The prizes 
are ‘to be awarded later. 

At the regular meeting on Friday, 
the Troop did some useful work 
around the shack and built a new 
council fire. A better site was chosen 
this time, the last one having been 
carried away by the river flood. Then 
the ‘Patrol Leaders took charge of the 
meeting, as the Scout Master had to 
leave early.
